"your're going to drive to Thompson for Christmas? At this time of 


year? How do you know the roads will be open? At your age you are going 
north for Christmas?" 


Such were the comments I received when I mentioned where I hoped to 
spend Christmas. No-one openly said they thought I had lost my marbles, 
but the tonal implication was clear. However, being of stubborn mind, 
and having spent most of ay life in the northern part of the continent I 
went ahead with the necessary plans. 


First the car had to be checked over. It weeded a check-up anyway. I 
purchased a red plastéc gas can, 5 gallons to be exact, four cans of 
Kleen-flo, and a new batteries for the flashlight I always carry in the 
car. My new TR-7800 arrived and that had to be installed. “ew snow 
tires needed installation. The emergency travel kip had to be checked 
over. It consisted of coffee, cups, a few biscuits, an immersion heating 
element which ran off a twelve volt battery to heat the water for coffee 
should that be necessary. Another immersion heating element to run from 
110 wolt sourse in a motel whould coffee be desired after closing time of 
any local coffee bar. All afore mentioned items to be stored in a square 
cardboard box. There were the usual items of extra warm clothing to be 
carried in the square suit-—case. 


I thought it necessary to check out the TR-~7800 to see how far I could 
hit the local repeater. Shebandowan Lake was a good place to try; 

anyway the summer camp needed checking on to be sure everything was still in 
in good shape. A good report was received at Finmark as well as Ahabaqua 
on the rig. We tried tc hit the repeater again on the road in to the 
camp. Cnce again the Thunder Bay repeater answered and we talked to 
VE3-DGZ just as wel left highway 11. Down among the evergreens the signal 
was strong. A quarter mile in, on the top of a hill in a clearing, the 
repeater didn't answer, A hundred yards further on. opposite me own 

road to the camp, the signal was S-9 plus. Again we worked J.C., no 
problems what so ever; that was with a 5/8 groundplane on the back of the 
car, and 25 watts power from the rig. 


My suamer camp was checked out by wading through the snow, since the road 
to the camp itself had not been ploughed, and everything was found to be 

in order. Qn returning to the car, it wa. decided to chech the other 

canps in the vicinity. We continued down the road to the turning base. 

Cne of the campers beyond the turning base had ploughed his own area. ~ 
It was on top of another hill in an open space. Here we parked and walked 
around a couple of other caaps; everything was in orded. Returning 

to the car I again tried to hit the Thunder EBay repeater; 10 answer. 

I drove back to the entrance of my own eamp and again tried calling VE3-D&Z. 
J.C. came back imaediately, loud and clear. I Gecided the entrance to sy 
suaner camp location ust be exactly where the signal from VE3-Y,T cane 
down, because one hundred yards difference up or dow. the road I could 

no t hear the signal. Threes didn's seem to make any difference. 
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eeooemore from VE3-EDY 


December 20th was our starting date for the trip zorth. That would 
give us plenty. of time to reach Thompson, Manitoba before Christias. ¢e 
St 0800, Recember 20, 1980, we ieft Thunder BAy heading west. CQne othe 
item of electronic gear was added to the load in the car; an FT-~301 
tranceiver, a power supply for the rig and an antenna cut for 20 

aeters (songhiy: 14150) ina the fora cf a dipole with approximately 50 
feet of 26-8 mini-foam alvesdy stsached to the dipdle with male 

banana plugs attached for a quick connect to a Ki-ezee aatch urit for 
balancénig the antenna to the tranceiver. There was aleo a siall SVR 
and power meter combination urit to be used with the T2-7800, or the 
FT-301. The FT-301 could be connected to the car battery for emergercy 
commnicatiora if aecessary. I hoped to work a few stations from North 
of 55 degrees Latitude, 


The trip out of Thuader Bay was uneventful. “Io one called into the 
Thunder Pay repeater and 20 one answered my infrequent calls to VE3-YCT 
except for my old standby VE3-DGZ, Just as we were getting out of range. 
Cice out of range of the repeater, which occured shortly after leaving 
Shabaqua, Iswitched to i46.§2 and called a couple of times but received 
1o answer, 


Shortly after leaving Dryden I punched in the Denora repeater. Though

Sanding and saiting was very very be About 40 miles out of Wdinnipey 
the various repeaters 1 Jinnines began to make thenselves heard, Traffic 
was aot heavy on these repeaters and seiae statiors answered ay call, 

but not as many as fF had ' expected. Hovever, listening to their ciatter 
helped pass the wiles away. I didnits drive inato Winnipeg proper, but 
travelled the Ry weaned to highway #6 “Yorth., Cnce again ice was 

ad to be taken ac to speed. The repeater in Piniwa 
ney in Gimli was hea id bat to station canc back to many calls. We spent 
the night at Er 4hinucd on the road the next morning. I 
tried to hit th : Fi.o1n and The Bas repeaters but received 
only silence, ‘lia Flion is iisted is naving a repeater, but I: must

I tuned up the Ft-301 and adjusted the SA with the Ki-ezee match anid the 
resistance control of the Si meter. Surpriziigly the 5’. were quite 

low and a great aany stations came booming in. I listened for a tine 

and decided it would be better if I allowed the equipmueit to reach room 
temperature siice i roticed, even though the FT-301 is a broad band 

unit it had a tendancy to drift, 


The first real contact I made was December 23rd, i2 the morniiug. That 
was with VE6-CFG in Calgary, Alberta. Ne gave me a 5-4. It was 

a real surprize since I was only using a 10 watt signal. There were 
other stations I contacted both east aid west, but they had a hard 
struggle to read ine. There was a great deal of aa. made interference

around, such as Christmas three flashers and “eo. sigis popporg on and off 


On December 24th I got ag biggest surprize when I heard VE3-2%3, like, 
calling Saskatoon. I waited until he had made his contact and was waiting 
for the phone patch to ke completed, or connected I should say; ther 

I broke in and asked Mike if he could read me. itflike came back 

imaediately with a §-4. I didatt hold the frequency; just wished he and 
the family the coupliments of the season and moved off frequency. I 
listened to other VE's, Pritish, Scandinavian, kussian and one lore 
Japanese statior, rove of whome I was able to work, but I was quite 
pleased with by kuckshe station getting a readable signal back into 
Thuider BAy. 


December 25th I just listexsed as wost of the stations were calling for 
phone patches. Cn Deceuber 26th Z worked into Winnipeg, VE4-TZ answered 
my call and gave is a §..97 report. [ty ore disappoixrtiue rt, if it can be 
calied that, was IT was unable to raise VEZ-~YG, Bon, in Thompson; or 

was J able =o raise VE4-TU, Dan or VE4-D'), Dave, both in Churchill. 
However it was for ae a: cxeelleat Christmas. I was able to eaijoy the 
holiday with my family, and I was ab&e to work a few stations’ on 20 
meters with 10 watts arcrth of Latitude 55. Pest of all I worked back 
inte Thunder Gay with 10 watts o1 20 meters aid IT worked into the T. Pay 
repeater and talked to VES-DGZ, 3.C., froma 30 to 40 miles on 2 meters 
with 2§ watts o71 a 5/8 ground piane whip.

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ANOTHER EXAM FORMAT CHANGE 


Representatives of both CRRL and CARF attended 2 meeting, called by 
DOC, in Cttawe last weekend to prepare % major tevision of the 

TRC 24, the sylabus for 211 amateur examinations. President Mitch 
Bowell VE3-OT, hended the CRRL team and president Bill Wilson, 

VE3-NR, headed the CARF team, The mcecting was friendly ond 
constructive. Its recommendations were well received by DOC. If 
adopted, DOC will reintroduce code sending, 2, permit up to 3 errors 
in code sending and rwceiving tests, 3, ask both mutiple choicc and 
essay type questions on technical portions of examinations and 

4, make a clear distinction between levels of difficulty in the 
amateur and advenecd amateur examinations. The amateur examinations

Some years ago when working in and out of Montreal, I received a 
call from the Top Erass to proceed to Halifax and make a quick 
installation of a marine direction finder on a vessel-there, The lack 


of further information was unusual but in any case I was on the 


Ocean Limited that night heading east. 


This was about the time the U.S.A. was trying to enforce the Volstead 
Act which was passed in igi9. Here it was 1930 and they were still 


stying. Alcoholic beverages were very popular south of the border, 


Imagine my surprise when I found myself on a Rum Runner the next 
morning. This was one of a fleet of small but high powered and 
seaworthy boats which carried the booze down the U.S. east coast, — 

to a point of rendezvous with a high powered fast cutter which would run 
into a:harbour dodging the U.S. Coast Guard, They were evidently going 
to use the FD to locate their position nore accurately off the coast 

and thus. speed up the service. (They made no enquiries re the 


frequency range of the reveiver.) 


The equipment was on the dock and they were waiting for me, The 
owners(bootlegers) were represeited by a man named Jackson fron 
Hoboken well loaded with greenbacks. He said the Rig Boss was back 
in the Lord Nelson Hotel pacing .the floor and waiting, and wanting 
the job to be done yesterday. The boat was about 40 feet long and 8 
foot beam with steel hull.

We altered course and headed for the 'Colunbiamate', li set and I went 
on board, found the operator, which was gery fortunate for us. “Jo 
operator stays.oa board when the ship - is in port unless he is out of funds. 
And that was the -sase here. He was full of co=operation when I outlined 
my plans :-for him, especially when Jaékson handed hin a fifty dollar 
contribution for his’ shore funds. Je retu rned on the double to the 
tAshtuiau! and imuediatly fot under wayen Crossing the hargour we took 
up a position about a mile from the 'Coluabialite'. We aow had her ( 
sending signals. With the boat heading directly on the tanker, I 
adjusted the loop for zero degrees. At this point I find that there is 
noc pelorus on board to check the, visual bearings. Under normal circun- 
stances this would end the operation for that day. But this was a job 
that had to be finN@bed yesterday. I got the wheelsman to work the 
boat to a position such that the bearing of the other ship was 45 degrees 
on the bow. I could see the compass card myself anid adjusted the loop to 
read 454 degrees, I then called the Captain and aaid we now have the 
'Colunbialite! 454 degrees on the starboard bow, and will you check the 
bearing. He held his hand over the binnacle, looked out the wiadow 
of the pilot house to the 'Columbialite!, glanced down at the compass 
and said "thats about right", I said OK Cap we can now return to the 
dock, the job is finished. If one tried to use this meathod on an 
upper-laker, the Captain would throw him overboard. It was passable in 
this case because of the locatioa of the loop, clear of any large ca 
or riggia close by. 
So we returned to the dock. Cleaned up the paperwork, packed up the ; 
screwdriver aad Brae eee te enema Made it a point to see 


Jackson and wish him well.
